The Distinguishing Feature of all Boxwood Rules is the Main Joint 


THE ROUND JOINT 


Is used in the less expensive Rules. In this form, 
one plate is embedded in each leg of the rule. The 
leg and plate are pinned together. 


THE SQUARE JOINT 


Has two plates to each leg, one on each outside 
face of the wood. These are held securely together 
by rivets which go through the two plates and leg. 
This is a much stronger joint than the Round Joint. 


THE ARCH JOINT 


Is practically of the same construction as the 
Square Joint. The plates, however, are larger, 
more graceful, and cover more of the surface of the 
wood, which adds to the life of the rule. 


THE DOUBLE ARCH JOINT 
Is the same as the Arch Joint, but is repeated at 


the folding joint as well as the central joint, which 
again adds to the strength of the rule. 


Other important Features of the Boxwood Rule are the Middle Joint and the Binding. 


THE MIDDLE PLATE JOINT

THE EDGE PLATE JOINT 


The Edge Plates are fastened to the outer edges 
by rivets which go through both the wood and plates 
holding them firmly together. This makes a 
stronger joint than the Middle Plates. 


HALF BOUND 


_A Half Bound Rule has a protective brass binding 
pinned along the outside edges of the legs only. 


FULL BOUND 


A Full Bound Rule has a protective brass binding 
pinned to both the inside and outside edges of each 
leg. 


“ENGLISH”? AND METRIC GRADUATIONS 


Boxwood Rules can be furnished with ‘‘English” graduations, i.e.: numbers reading from left to right. They 
can also be furnished with the “English and Metric” graduations, i.e.: metric graduations on one side and inches 
(from left to right) on the other side. When ordering rules with “English” markings add _“‘E”’ to the class number 
of the rules, i.e., 6LE. When ordering rules with “‘English and Metric’? markings add “EM” i.e.; 61EM. 


DRAFTING SCALES 
Are used for laying out or reading drawings where a scale of 14, 14, etc., to the foot is used.
